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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment file June 1 1 , 2008 canceling claims 36 and 40-42 and amending 
claims 33-35 and 37 has been entered. Claims 33 and 34 have been previously 
withdrawn. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 35 and 37 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(B), claims 33 and 34, directed to the process of 
making or using an allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a 
result of a restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on August 8, 2006 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the 
restriction requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any 
claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes 
all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may 
be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over 
the claims of the instant application.

A luciferase protein that retains more than 85% of its luciferase activity in 0.1% 
benzalkonium chloride compared to its luciferase activity in the absence of 
benzalkonium chloride produced by a process comprising: 

culturing a bacterium comprising a polynucleotide that encodes a luciferase 
protein that retains more than 85% of its luciferase activity in 0.1% benzalkonium 
chloride compared to its luciferase activity in the absence of benzalkonium chloride 
that is obtained by substituting the gene portion of the wild type firefly luciferase with a 
product of amplification of a template nucleic acid prepared from GEIJI firefly or HEIKE 
firefly using the oligonucleotide primers having the sequence of SEQ ID NOs: 1 and 2 
and recovering from the culture said luciferase protein.
